Our phy sical 
streng th increases up to a certain ag o 
and then 
decreases. 
Tests 
of the 
streng th of several thousands of people 
have been made by mea ns of a dy na­ 
mometer (streng th measurer), and the 
following are g iven as the averag e fig ­ 
ures for the white race: 
The “ lifting power" of a y outh of 
seventeen y ears is 2s 0 pounds; in his 
twentieth y ear this increases to 320 
pounds, and in the thirtieth and thirty - 
first y ears it reaches its heig ht, 3oG 
pounds. 
At the end of the thirty -first 
1 y ear the streng th beg ins to decline, 
very slowly at first. 
By the fortieth y ear it has decreased 
eig ht pounds, and this diminution 
con­ 
tinues at a slig htly increasing rate until 
the fiftieth y ear is reached, when the 
fig ure Is 330 pounds. 
After this period the streng th falls 
more and more rapidly until the weak­ 
ness of old ag e is reached. 
It Is not 
possible to g ive statistics of the decline 
of streng th after the fiftieth y ear, as it 
varies to a larg e extent in different in­ 
dividuals.

are Instances now and th en w hen the 
fish turns the tables. T h e inh abitants 
of Osceola county, Micb., w h o live in 
the neighborhood of L ak e George, an 
Inland w a te r a b out three miles long, 
are alm ost sup erstitlously afraid of a 
certain fish th a t inhabits th a t lake. No 
one knows w h a t sort of fish it is. a nd P’or sale by 
op inion locally is divide« ! a s to w h e th e r 
it is a giant muskellunge or a stur­ 
geon. 
Sp earing p arties had now and then 
rep orted seeing a very large fish w ith ­ 
out being able to strike* it, but no one 
gave credence to the tales until one 
night several years ago, w h e n a p arty 
of sp ortsmen from Chicago w e nt on the 
lake sp earing In charge of a n ohl resi­ 
dent. nam ed Arm strong. 
A rm strong w as th e only one t h a t re­ 
turned t» j tell the story,

He had 
been p laying at the edge of a bayou 
a nd w a s lying on the bank extending 
his a r m s into the w a te r when a gar 
cam e with a rush and. grabbing the 
youngster by the arm, p ulled him into 
tin* water. 
A young negro with a shot­ 
gun w a s standing ne a r w atching for 
ricebirds. 
H e ran to th e bank. 
T he 
fish found it had und e rta k e n a bigger 
task th a n it could well manage, and a 
wild struggle w a s in p rogress between 
th e ga r and the « lying child. The negro 
shot the fish, b ut the child died before 
it could be taken from the w ater.—New 
York Times.
